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\IBRALTAR, duch ſpeak- 
ing, means only the town ſo 


named; dut in the common accepta- 
tion of the word, the whole mountain 
is included. In that ſenſe Gibraltar 
is a large promontory, in the province 
of Andaluſia in Spain, joined by a nar- 
row neck of land, only three thou- 


8 and four thouſand five hundred fifty 
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feet in its wideſt part; and four thou- 


ſand four hundred feet long, from the 
northern foot of the mountain, to 


where the neck widens to the conti- 
nent of Spain. The extreme length 


of this peninſula, No” the northern 
plain to the ſouthermoſt point, is two 
miles two thouſand nine hundred forty 


feet ; the extreme breadth of its baſe 


line is four thouſand two hundred 
ninety-ſix feet, at that part where the 
town ſtands; but from the new mole i it 


narrows conſiderably, and is but twelve 


Hundred eighty- four feet broad at Eu- 


ropa Point, the moſt ſouthern extre- 


my of Europe. 


The town is on the weſt ſide of the 


mountain, at the northern extremity, 
occupying

occupying a ſmall inclined plain of 
five thouſand eight hundred twenty 
feet long, and one thonſand one hun- 
dred feet broad; and cannot poſſibly 
| Increaſe in ſize, as it is bounded on 
the weſt and north by the bay, and, 
on the ſouth and eaſt by the riſing of 


the mountains. . 
. The, mountain 1s of a ſtupendous 
wats not with a ſudden elevation, 
but by hill placed upon hill. The 
firſt riſes more than five hundred feet 
above the town, and is indented ſo as. 
to form no leſs than fifteen eminencies, 
with ſteep declivities between them. 
Above them riſes another ridge, 
about eight hundred twenty feet 
higher than the former; the ſmall 
B 2 plain 
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plain running along the ſummit of 
which is ſkirted with an abrupt riſe 
of rocks, of irregular heights, from 
three to eight hundred feet : above 
this the mountain till advances in the 
air, ſo as to form, from its water le- 
vel to its extreme ſummit, a perpen- 
dicular of near one mile. 

This is the ſtate of the mountain on 
the weſt, towards the bay, of which 
it forms one ſide; but on the eaſt, 
which is waſhed by the ſea, its ſteep 
1s ſo great, the mountains ſo craggy, 
and the pieces of rock ſo pendulous, 
as to be totally inacceſſible, there not 
being the leaſt ſhelter for the ſmalleſt 
veſſel, nor a ſpace of ground ſufficient 
to contain three men. 


This 
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This account may be ſufficient, to 
give an idea of this mountain in its 
original ſtate; what improvements 
have ſince been made, and its preſent 
ſtate, will come more regularly i in 
the order of time. | 

The firſt name by which this moun- 
tain was known, was that of Mons 
Calpe; and it continued to be ſo called 
till the incurſions of the Arabs, in the 
year 713. 

As this mountain was part of Ibe- 
ria (the ancient name of Spain) it was 
poſſeſſed by che Scythians at the firſt 
ſettlement of that cauntry after the 
diſperſion. at Babel. In the infancy 
of ſhipping, and before 2 neceſſity of 
ſtrong holds occurred, Calpe was of 

- — little 


„ 
| little or no value; there were no fore 
tile plains thereon to invite the herdſ- 
men, nor did it afford paſturage to any 
animals but the ibex, or rock-goat. 
At length, when the all- oonquering 
| Romans waved the banners of victory 
over Iberia, this mountain afforded a 
temporary aſylum to ſome of the Boe- 
ticans, ko for a while oppoſed the 
Roman 8 : but they oppoſed in 
vain, famine forced them to furren- 
der, and a Roman ſettlement was 
made to the weſt of Calpe without the 
bay, which ſettlement bore the name 
of Julia Traducta. 

About two hundred and forty years 
before the Chriſtian æra, Amilcar Bar- 


cas, the Carthagiuian general, poſſeſſed 
himſelf 
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himſelf of great part of Ulterior Spain. 
The Auſturians, and thoſe who inha- 
bited what is now called Biſcay, who 
had never ere bare by the Ro- 
(now Andaluſia). fell into ds hands, 
Calpe then became of great uſe, and 
a watch⸗ tower was erected thereon, 
from whence any approaches of the 
Roman gallies.. might be deſcried, 
However, Amilcar being Alain 3 in bat- 
tle, in the year 229 before - Chriſt, 
his ſon-in-law Afdrubal ſucceeded to 
the command. 

The Carthaginians were maſters of 
Bcetica till the latter Scipio diſpoſſeſſed 
them; and then that, and Calpe, were 
— — 
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Viriathus, who from a robber had be- 
come a general, made head in Spain, 
took many of the Roman fortreſſes, 
beat the prætor Servius Sulpicius Gal- 
ba, and conquered all Bœtica; till in 


the year of Rome bor, and 161 years 
before Chriſt, the conſul Lucius Lici- 


nius Lucullus attacked Viriathus, 


killed four thouſand of his men in 


dne battle, defeated fifteen thouſand 
more near Gades (now Cadiz) and re- 
covered Calpe, and the province in 


which it ſtands. 


In the year of Rome 703, and 59 


years before the Chriſtian æra, the 
lieutenants of Pompey the Great made 


themſelves ſtrong in Spain, but were 
defeated by 2 Ceſar; as were ſoon 
8 after 
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after Pompey's ſons by the ſame con- 
queror, and Calpe remained to the Ro- 
mans till the year of Chriſt 412. 

Towards the cloſe of the fourth 
century, the Goths, Vandals, and other 
fiercs and barbarous nations, burſt forth 
in ſwarms from the over- peopled 
north, extended themſelves over the 
moſt fruitful ſouthern countries, gave 
the firſt check tothe Roman power, and 
erected divers kingdoms in Italy and I- 
beria. Thatdiviſion called the Viſigoths, 
or Weſtrogoths, ſeized on Ulterior 
Spain. A chief, named Athanaric, made 
himſelf king in Bœtica in 41, and had 
a ſeries of ſucceſſors down to Roderic; 
the Romans being entirely driven out 
of all Spain in'the year 568. 36 

111 Calpe, 
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Calpe, as part of Bœtica, fell under 
the dominion of the Goths. As they 
had little to do at ſea, and had no at- 
tacks to fear from that ſide, they did 
not think it neceſſary to make any ad- 
dition to the natural ſtrength, of the- 
mountain; a ſmall village indeed was 
erected at the weſtern foot of it, and 
Julia Traducta, on the weſtern ſhore 
without the bay, was increaſed in mag» 
nitude by the addition of ſome new 
dwellings. The Goths were Arian 
Chriſtians, and built two churches in 
the neighbourhood of Calpe, and a 


chapel, or oratory, on the mountain 
itſelf: theſe churches were, one at Julia 
Traducta, and another at a little vil- 

lage, on an eminence at the bottom of 
the 


VB. 

the bay, now called St. Roque. The 
chapel on the mountain, was about 
the center of the middle hill, of a 
rude ſtructure, and the reſort of few 
but peaſants, and thoſe who made 
pilgrimages of penance z to which 
the ruggedneſs of the rocks, and the 
difficulty of aſcending them did not a 
little contribute. 

In the year 712, the afore-men- 
tioned Roderic was on the throne of 
Spain; he was of the race of the 
Weſtrogoths, the thirty-fourth king 
who had reigned in that country from 
the year 412, and had fixed the ſeat 
of empire in the city of Toledo, in 
the kingdom of New Caſtile. His 
many exceſſes had loſt him the affec- 

| tions 
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tions of ſome of his principal lords; 
and his having raviſhed the daughter 
of count Julian, a nobleman highly 
eſteemed by the people, cauſed un 
invaſion of his dominions; which pro- 
duced a ſurpriſing revolution, to the 
diſgrace of the Chriſtian name, and 
aggrandizement of the Arabs; whoſe 
conquering arms had, in the ſpace 
of only ninety- three years, ſub- 
dued Africa, great part of Aſia, and 
many provinces of the Eaſtern em- 


pire. 


Count Julian, en raged at the viola - 


tion of his daughter, meditated a ſe- 
vere vengeance againſt Roderic. He 
communicated his. intentions to the 
two ſons of the late king Vitiza, the 
= | | prede-

predeceſſor of Roderic, who joined him 


in a deſire to dethrone the raviſher, 
But after ſounding ſundry noble Spa- 
niards, they found it would be im- 
poſſible to ſucceed in their deſigns, 
without foreign aſſiſtance ; and they 
thought none could be ſo eaſily pro- 
cured as from the Arabs. Revenge 
had blinded Julian, and ambition had 
miſled the ſons of Vitiza, or they 
would never have betrayed their na- 
tive country to the ravages of the 
avowed enemies of the Chriſtian faith. 
However, it ſeems, that the two 
princes were deceived, and that Ju- 
an did not care who poſſeſſed the 
ſovereignty of Spain, provided he 
was avenged of Roderic ; for, at his 
il | firſt

firſt application to Miſa Ebn Okair, 
who commanded the Khalif's forces 


in the weſtern parts of Africa, Julian 


offered to conduct a body of the Moſlem 


troops into Spain, and put that king- 
dom into the hands of the Khalif. 


The reigning Khalif of the Mo- 


hammedans at that time, was Al 
Walid Ebn Abd' Almilec, who was 
then in the ſeventh year of his reign. 
He had carried on very ſucceſsful 
wars, by his ſeveral generals, againſt 
the Chriſtian Emperor's territories ; he 
had extended his dominions far be- 
yond the river Oxus, had made an 
irruption into Cappadocia, and pene- 
trated into Cilicia. To a prince of 
his turn of mind, a proſpect of ſub- 
: jugating 
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jugating a freſh part of the Chriſtian 
world, muſt have been very pleaſing 
and the offer of Julian being made 
known to him by Miſa, he eagerly 
embraced it, and gave the neceflary 

orders to that general. 
However, leſt there ſhould be any 
treachery in that proffer, and leſt 
the friends of Julian, and the ſons of 
Vitiza ſhould not be ſufficiently nu- 
merous to afford the promiſed aid, he 
at firſt lent Julian only four hundred 
foot, and one hundred horſe, which 
he ſent over under the command of 
Tarik Ebn Zarka. They embarked 
from a port now called Sallee, and 
paſſing the ſtraits of Hercules (now 
the ſtraits of Gibraltar), landed in 
the 


- 16]; 
the bay of Calpe, and made them - 
ſelves maſters of an ancient Gotho- 
Spaniſh city, called by the Romans 
Julia TraduRa, without the bay, weſt. 
from the mountain, to which the con- | 
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queror gave his own name, Tarik; 


it is now known by the name of 
Tariff, according to the Spaniſh pro- 
nuncĩation of the Arabic name Tarik. 
The Moſlems meeting this earneſt 
of ſucceſs, and finding the friends 
of Julian and the two princes flocking 
to them, thought proper to ſend for 
more ſuccour, to enable them to make 
an entire conqueſt of Roderic's king- 
dom. But firſt, Tarik thinking his 
people would be too much expoſed 
to the attacks of Roderic, if they re- 
mained 
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mained at Tariff till more troops 
were brought over; he took poſſeſ- 
ſion of the rugged mountain of Calpe, 
which, from its ſituation, was a 
more ſecure reſidence for the Moſlems, 
as being leſs open to an attack, and 
more eaſily defended. There were 
but few inhabitants there, who dwelt 
in a ſmall town on the little plain, 


on the weſt fide of the mountain; 
probably theſe were alſo malecontents, 
for we do not find they made the leaſt 
reſiſtance to the invaders. Some con- 
ſiderable ſpoils. had been acquired by 
Tarik in his ravages along the coaſts 
of Andeluſia, amongſt which may be 
reckoned, an exceeding rich table, · 


which is a of in the higheſt. 
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terms by the Arabian writers. It is 


deſcribed by ſome as conſiſting of 
one entire ſtone of an immenſe ſize, 
of a green colour, and having three 


hundred and fixty-five feet ; whilft 


others ſay, it was made entirely of 
filver and gold, and adorned with 
three borders of pearls. However, 
it was named The 7. able of Solomon 
the Son of David, and was found in 
a ſmall town at the bottom of the 
bay, called the City of the Table, 


near a mountain named Jibel Soli- 
man, or the Mountain of Solomon, 


This table Tarik ſent over as a pre- 
ſent to the Khalif, as a mark of re- 
ſpe; and, at the ſame time, as 
a proof of the riches of the country. 

| From 
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From the Arab's deſcription of the 
city in which this table was found, it 
may be concluded, that it was that 
which i is now called Alguazeres ; and 
that the Mountain of Solomon, was 
that hill on which now ſtands the 
town of St. Roque. | 

On the receipt of this news, Miſa 
himſelf came over, with his two ſons, 
and a body of twelve thouſand Arabs. 
and Africans. They came to the 
Rock Calpe, which had then ob- 
tained the appellation of Fibel Tarik, 
from the fortifications erected thereon 
by Tarik, who had conſtructed lines 
from eaſt to weſt, from almoſt the 
top of the mountain to the finall 


plain, and had built a tower as art” 
C 2 advanced 
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advanced poſt, a look out, and a ci- 
tadel. The ſame denomination {till 
remains, although corrupted in the 
ſound and orthography, for Gibraltar, 
is 2 manifeſt corruption of i" Tarik, 
or T, ri Mountain. 

Thus reinforced, the Moſlem: ge- 
nerals committed great ravages; and, 
in the year 714 (being the ninety- 
fifth year of the Mohammedan com- 
putation of the Hejira), Roderic was 
defeated and ſlain, the city of Tole- 
do reduced, and the kingdom over- 
ran; the principal Spaniſh fortreſſes 
having: fallen into the hands of the 
invader s. 5 

The main cauſe of this Ft of .

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and imprudence. When the Arabs 
firſt landed in the Bay of Calpe, he

| did not imagine their force was ſo 


great, or could be ſo eaſily augment- 
ed. He probably thought, their ſole 


intention was to pillage the coaſt, 


and retreat immediately with their 
booty; and they had advanced as far 
as Hiſpalis (now Seville) before he 
thought ſeriouſly of oppoſing them: 
even then, inſtead of marching againſt 
them with a ſufficient number of ve- 


terans, he ſent his couſin- german,

Sanctius (called Inach by the Arabs) 
es f b 
* with a raw, undiſciplined rabble of 


an army againſt the invaders. They 
met between Hiſpalis and Corduba, 
when the Goths were quickly put to 
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flight, leaving a great number of 
their men dead upon the field of 
battle. The news of this defeat 
reaching Roderic's ears, he then rouſ- 
ed himſelf, and thought the buſineſs 


was ſufficiently ſerious to merit his 


utmoſt exertion. But, alas! his re- 
miſſneſs at firſt was not then to be 


repaired; Miſa and Tarik were fluſh» 
ed with conqueſt, their troops had 
been long enured to War, whulſt the ; 


Goths were enervated by a long peace. 


| Roderic indeed aſſembled his whole 


force, and dreſſing himſelf in his 
royal robes, ' with his crown on his 


head, he appeared in an ivory chariot 


at the head of his army; and ſo ani. 


mated chem by his courage and be- 
haviour, 


L 23 ] 
haviour, that victory ſtood ſuſpend- 
ed for eight whole days. At length, 
freſh - troops arriving continually to 
reinforce the Arabs, the ſcale began 
to turn; and Roderic, having weakly 
confided the command of the two 
wings to the ſons of Vitiza, though 
they had already manifeſted their 
ſiniſter intentions, they went over to 
the enemy in the heat of the action, 
on which a total route immediately 
enſued. The Arabs purſued the fly- 
ing Goths with ſo much ardour, that 
moſt of them were ſlain. Roderic's 
horſe, Orelia, and the enſigns of his 
royalty, were found in a miry place, 
frequented by ſwine and other ani- 
mals, but his body was ſought in 
C 4 yain ; 
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vain; having been doubtleſs Qripped; 
and undiſtinguiſhable in the general 
carnage. This fatal engagement was 
ended. on Sunday the 5th of July 714. 
In it almoſt all the Gothic nobility 
were ſlain, fo that all the Spaniards, 
except the Aſturians and Cantabri- 
gians (now the Biſcayans) were in a 
| ſhort time obliged to ſubmit to the 
Moſlem yoke. This deciſive battle 
was fought at Aſhdona, now called 
. Nerez de la Frontera. 

The Arabs, now completely ſettled 
in Spain, began to ſhow their hatred 
to the traitors, though they had ſo 
well reliſhed and profited by the trea- 
ſon. The wife of Julian they ſton- 
ed to death; they threw his ſon 

head- 


_ 
headlong from the top of the caſtle 
of Ceuta, ſtripped the count of all 


his poſſeſſions, - and he miſerably ex- 


pired in irons in a fort in the territory 
of Oſca, now Hueſca, near Tarra- 
gona. TY 


- Muſa and Tarik having had this 


ſucceſs, were recalled by the Khalif,- 
and returned laden with ſpoils and 
plunder ; but before his departure, 


Mäſa had had the addreſs to ſettle his 


| ſon Abd'slaziz, as king of the coun-: 
try, who fixed his reſidence at Hiſ- 
palis, (now Seville,) and ſoon after | 
married Egibon, the widow of Ro- 


| deric. 


2 During the three years of Abd'- 


alaziz's reign, he turned his chief at- 


5 tention 
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tention to Jibel Tarik, and fortified 
it in ſuch a manner, by ſtrengthen- 
ing the works firſt erected by Tarik, 
as to make it impregnable by the 
mode of beſieging in thoſe days, and 
not to be ſhaken by the miſſile arms 
then in uſe. He thereby ſecured a 
very important poſt, to which any 
ſuccours from Africa might eaſily 
arrive, if the remaining Spaniards of 
Beetica (now Andaluſia) and Granada, 
ſhould be able to make any head 
againſt him, and force him to ſend © 
for aid ; and alſo, it afforded a place 
bl ſecure retreat, ſhould any reverſe of 
fortune oblige him to quit his capital. 
| Abd'alaziz did not, indeed, long 
enjoy his dignity, for being perſuad- 

5 | ed 
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ed by his wife Egibon, to wear a 
diadem, after the Gothic manner, 
ſome zealous Mohammedans were 
fearful he would, by degrees, be 
brought over to Chriſtianity ; to pre- 
vent which, they aſſaſſinated him as 
he was at his devotions, in the year 
716. | 3 
Ayub Ebn Halib, an Arabian 
chief, by whoſe advice Abd'alaziz 
was murdered, ſucceeded to the 
throne, and transferred the royal ſeat 
from Seville to Corduba, called by 
the Romans, Patricia, and now nam- 
ed Cordova. 
As it is not the deſign of this work | 
to give either a hiſtory of Spain, or 
of the Arabs, we ſhall break off the 
thread 
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thread of this narration, and mention 
no part of it, but what hath ſome 
relation to Gibraltar. | 
The next particular we meet with 
in hiſtory relative to Gibraltar, is in 
the year 961. | | 

The Arabian kings in Spain had, for 
above two hundred years, held their 
thrones as dependents on the Kha- 
lifs ; each called himſelf only Emir; 
but at length, taking occaſion from 
the diſſenſions in Aſia and Africa, they 
threw off the yoke,. and aſſumed the 
Khalif's own title of Emir Al Mu. 
menin, or Emperor of the Faithful. 


The prince on the Spaniſh throne in 


the year 961, was Abd'alrahamin Al 
Naſr Ebn Mohammed Ebn Abd'allah, - 
| * 
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of the houſe of Omiyah, who had 
then held the ſcepter fiſty years. He 
formed a deſign of taking Septa (now 
Ceuta) in Africa, from the diſtracted 
Khalifate, and made uſe of the port 
of Gibraltar, as the ſpot from whence 
his armament was to proceed. He 
accordingly aſſembled a ſuitable army 
at Tariff and Jibel Tarik, embarked 
it on board ſundry veſlels 1 in the bay, 
which, in five hours, were carried 
over to Septa; of which, i in the ſpace 
of five days, he made himſelf maſter, 
and left there one of the lords of his 
court, v with the authority of an emir, | 
to govern for him. | 
Long did the power of the Arabs. 
continue in Spain; but as it had be- 
come 
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come divided into ſeveral ſtates, and 
diſſenſions happening between the ſe- 
veral Moſlem kings, that power began 
to decreaſe gradually. The ſeparate 
kingdoms of Leon, Oviedo, and To- 
ledo, were ſubjugated by the counts 
of Caſtile, and formed a Chriſtian 
Nate in the year 1080. The Arabs 
were gradually driven out of their 
different poſſeſſions, ſo that, in the 
year 1479, they held only the' king- 
doms of Navarre, Andaluſia, and Gra- 
nada. - The kingdoms of Caſtile and 
Arragon being then united by the 
marriage of Ferdinand of Arragon 
with Iſabella, queen of Caſtile, Fer- 
dinand thought himſelf ſufficiently 
ſtrong to attempt an entire expulſion 


of 


20S 
of the Arabs. This he happily effect- 
ed, and conquered the remaining 
- Mooriſh kingdoms, putting an end 
to the dominion of the Moſlems, in 


* 


the year 1511. 

When the Spaniards got poſſeſſion 
of Jibel Tarik, it ſoon loſt that name; 
which, by progreſſive corruption, 
dwindled into that of Gibraltar, by 
which it has ever ſince been known. 

Charles the Fifth came to the 
Spaniſh throne in the year 1517, and 
was elected Emperor of Germany in 
1519, to the excluſion of Francis T. 
king of France, his rival, which 
brought on a war. In this war Gib- 
raltar began to be beheld in its true 
light; its eritical ſituation pointed it 

out 
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out as the key of the ſtraits, and ac- 
cordingly Charles not only repaired 
the Mooriſh caſtle and lines, but 
erected a ſtrong wall about ſeven hun- 
dred and eighty feet long, to the ſouth 
of the Moor's lines. This wall was 
thought neceſſary, as there were then 
no fortifications to defend the ſouth- 
weſt part of the mountain, and an 
enemy might land in the little bay, 
(now called Rozia bay) and about 
where the new mole now is - and in 
that caſe, they might march north- 
; ward towards the town, or poſſeſs 
themſelves of the middle hill, which 
entirely commands it. To prevent 
any ſuch accident, Charles the F ifth's 
wall ran eaſt and welt, | with four in- 
dentings, | 
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dentings, from the bottom of the 
uppermoſt ridge of perpendicular 
rocks, to the ſecond and ſhallower 
ridge at the bottom of the middle hill, 
and Was one thouſand one hundred 
| and twelve feet in length. 

In the reign of Philip the Second, 
and about the year 1590, Gibraltar 
was made yet ſtronger on the land 
ſide. A mole was erected on the 
north point of the town, one thou- 
ſand feet in length, and ſome cannon 
were planted pointing to the north 
and north-eaſt, which would ſcour 


the iſthmus. And mortars, for the 


caſting of bomb-ſhells, having been 
firſt made in the year 1543, Philip 
procured four, which he planted on 


$ — 7 
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the mole, in the ſame direQion with 
the cannon. Beſides theſe, two ſtiall 
batteries were erected on the northern 
declivity of the rock ; and 2 retrench- 
ment made, of three ſaliant angles, to 
defend the land-gate of the town. 
The neceffity of theſe works became 
the more evident, when it was con- 
fidered, that although the Spaniards 
might remain maſters of Gibraltar 
bay, yet it would be very eaſy for an 
enemy to land any number of men 
on the eaſt fide of the iſthmus, who 
would not then have a march of 
more than half an hour to come to 
the town. 85 

From that period to the year 1704, 
very few additions were made to the 

ds fortifi- 
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fortifications of Gibraltar, except 4 
mole being erected with a battery to 
the ſouth; and in that year, this 
very important fortreſs came into the 
n of England, on the follow- 


ing occaſion, 

Philip IV. king of Spain, died on 
the firſt of November 1700; and, by 
a will, which many people think 
was forged, appointed Philip, duke 
of Anjou, ſon of the king of France, 
as his ſucceſſor. Charles, archduke 
of Auſtria, oppoſed this ſucceſſion, 
and made out his on claim. Hows 
ever, Philip was acknowledged by 
France; and our king, William III. 
made a formal acknowledgment of 


"lip, by a letter of * 
D 2 Aated 
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dated the 17th of April, 1701. But, 
on the 12th of September, 170 3, the 
archduke was proclaimed king of 
Spain at Vienna, by the name of 
Charles the Third; and queen Anne, 
who had ſucceeded king William in 
the preceding year, diſavowed Philip V. 
and acknowledged Charles III. 
War having been declared againſt 
France and Spain, the Engliſh and 
Dutch aſſiſted Charles to ſecure the 
throne of the latter kingdom; and 
the united fleet in the Mediterranean, 
had orders to act for king Charles in 
the moſt powerful manner, having 
firſt conducted him to Liſbon, on the 
25th of February, 1704. | 
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Sir George Rooke then commanded

As ſoon as the fleet had anchored, 
on the 211t of July, the debarkation 
| commenced, and before night eighteen 
| hundred Engliſh and Dutch marines 
were landed on the iſthmus, and took 
} poſt, under the command of the prince 
of Heſſe Darmſtadt, in order to cut 

off all communication between the 
| town and the continent. 
N day- break the next mornings 
July 22, Sir George Rooke gave" or- 
ders for the fquadrons. of rear admi- 
| ral Byng and rear admiral Vandere 
duflen, to bring their guns to bear on 
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the town; and captain Hicks in the 
Varmouth, with the Tiger and Hamp- 
ton-Court, to be ready to attack the 
the ſouth mole-head. Prior to theſe 
orders, a meſſage had been ſent to 
the Spaniſh governor, to ſummon him 
to ſurrender Gibraltar to king Charles, 
which he refuſed to do; declaring, he 
knew no other king of Spain but Phi- 
lip the Fifth. Y5!!s 75 20my 
The two' rear admirals and captain 
Hicks, did all in their power to exe- 
cute their orders; but the wind be- 
ing contrary, they did not get to their 
ſeveral ſtations till the evening: how- 
ever, in the mean while, in order to 
amuſe the enemy, captain Edward 
Whitaker was ſent in, with a number 


of 
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a mine, which killed two lieutenants 
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of boats, manned and armed, WhO 


burnt a twelve gun privateer laying in 


the old mole. 
On the 23d of July, as ſoon as it 
was light, a heavy cannonading began; 


and continued with ſuch ſpirit, that 
before noon fifteen thouſand ſhot had 


been fired. 'The admiral perceiving 


that the enemy were driven from their 


guns at the ſouth mole battery, ordered 
captain Whitaker, with all the long- 
boats of the fleet, to go and take poſe 


ſeſſion of it; on which captain Hicks 


and captain Jumper, lying neareſt, got 
firſt on ſhore in their pinnaces, and 
ſeized the platform; which they had 


no ſooner done, than the enemy ſprung 


and 


* 
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and forty ſeamen, and wounded ſixty 


more. Undaunted at this event, the 


captains reſolutely maintained their 
poſſeſſion, till captain Whitaker and 
his party joined them; with this re- 
inforcement they advanced towards 
the town, but about half way thither 
they met a redoubt, which they at · 
tacked and carried by aſſault, and then 
turned the cannon of the redoubt a- 
gainſt the town. Whilſt this was do- 
ing, and the men of Gibraltar em- 
ployed in defending the place, the 
women had all gone out in proceſſion 
to the chapel on the hill, to implore 
the aid of the virgin Mary againſt the 
Engliſh heretics. Theſe women be- 
ing ſpied by ſome ſeamen who were 

in 
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In the rear of captain Whitaker's par- 


ty, they clambered up the rocks, and 


took them all priſoners. 


On the evening Sir George Rooke 


ſent another meſſage to the governor, 
to offer him terms of capitulation. 


The articles were: 


I. That all their women Gala be 


reſtored. 
II. That the inhabitants ſhould be 


left at their entire liberty, either to go 


into Spain, or remain in the town. 


III. That ſuch as remained ſhould 
have a full and free exerciſe of their 
religion; of which they might be the 


better aſſured, as the prince of Heſſe 


Parmſtadt, who was to remain as go- 


vernor, was himfelf a Roman catholic. 


IV. That

V. That the garriſon ſhould not 
be made priſoners, but be at liberty 
to go into Spain. Tre 
V. That on condition that the for- 
tifications were left in their preſent 
"Rate, and alſo the ammunition and 
warlike ftores, thoſe who depart ſhall 
be permitted to take all their move- 
able effects with them. 
The governor did not long heſitate, 
on accepting the terms which were 


offered to him. Indeed, the clamours 
of the inhabitants reſpecting their wo- 
men, left him ſcarce any option. The 
capitulation was ſigned on the 24th, 
and the prince of Heſſe, with his mili- 
tary, took poſſefſion of a place of the 


laſt importance, which had been taken 
ſolely 
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| ſolely by the ſeamen. But it 18 re- 
markable, that not one ſingle inhabi- 


tant choſe to remain in Gibraltar, but 


went away with the garriſon. 


The garriſon itſelf conſiſted of but 


one hundred and forty- ſeven men; but 
the natural ſtrength of the place was of 


itſelf a garriſon. The loſs on our ſide 
was ſixty- one men killed, and two hun- 


dred and ſixteen wounded. The prince 


of Heſſe remained there as governor; 


and the fleet, having ſupplied the town 


with every neceſſary that could be 


ſpared, ſailed out of the bay on the 


qth day of Auguſt, and in four days 


afterwards engaged the French fleet 


of fifty fail of the line, off Malaga.

The event of this battle immediately 
ſhewed the great advantage of having 


Gibraltar; for ſeveral of our ſhips be-

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The arrival of the fleet was at Aa 
very critical juncture; the enemy 
had intended to have ſtormed the 
town on all ſides that very night; in 


order to which, they had procured 


two hundred boats from Cadiz, to 
land three thouſand troops near the 
new mole, but the ſudden arrival of 


Sir John Leake, not only fruſtrated 
this meaſure, but a frigate of forty- 


two guns, another of twenty-four 


guns, a brigantine of fourteen guns, 


a fire ſhip of ſixteen guns, a ſtore-ſhip 


laden with bombs and granadoes, and 
two Engliſh prizes, were all driven 
on ſhore and burnt in the bay by the 
Engliſh admiral; and a French fri-

T his ſucceſs, however, did not hu. 


der the eremy from carrying on the 
ſiege by land. They hourly expect⸗ 
ed the promiſed aſſiſtance of M. de 


Pointis. Sir John reſolved to ſtrengthen 


the garriſon with all the men he 


could ſpare, which he did, by land- 


ing them on the ſecond, third, and 


fourth of November. 


On the nineteenth of November, 
the admiral made a feint to land 
ſome men on the iſthmus ; this, as 
he expected, drew down a large body 


of Spaniſh cavalry to oppoſe the land- 


ing; which gave him an opportunity 
of killing a great number of the ene- 
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troops, which were a ſeaſonable rein- 
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my by the cannon of his frigates, - 


- and the ſmall-arms from the boats. 


Sir John Leake having advice, that 
M. Pointis had failed from Cadiz, he 
left the bay, and ſtood off to the 
eaſtward, but ſtill in fight of Gib- 
raltar; and, on the ſeventh of De- 
cember, had the pleaſure to ſee the 
Antelope, with nine tranſports, get 
ſafe into the bay; as did the New- 
caſtle, with ſeven more tranſports, 
on the ninth of December. Thoſe 
ſhips brought near two thouſand 
forcement to the garriſon ; and they 
narrowly eſcaped the ſquadron of 
M. Pointis, when they paſſed off 
cape Spartel.

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| However, the French fleet not ap- 
pearing, and the garriſon being now 
near three thouſand ſtrong, Sir John 


Leake was under no apprehenfions 


for Gibraltar; he failed for Liſbon 
again to refit, and arrived there on 
the gth of January 1705, where he 
cleaned his ſhips, and took on board 
quantities of ſupplies for the gar- 


riſon. 


The court of France being much 
diſſatisfied with the conduct of the 


marquis de Villadarias, under whoſe 
command the ſiege had not proceeded 
with that vigour and ſucceſs that had 
been expected. The mariſchal de 
Teſſe was ſent to ſuperſede him; and 


M. de Pontis came into the bay with 
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8 
fourteen ſail of f the line and two fri- 
gates. News of his arrival being 
ſent to Liſbon, Sir John failed again 
on the fixth of March; and in his 
paſſage met with vice- admiral Sir 
Thomas Dilkes, by which his qua- 
dron was increaſed to thirty ſhips. 
On the tenth of March, being within 
a league of Cabritta Point, he ſaw 
ive ſhips ſtanding out of the bay; he 
chaſed them; and, after ſome re- 
ſiſtance, the Arrogant of ſixty guns 
ſtruck ; as did ſoon after, the Ardent 
of ſixty-ſix guns, and the Marquis of 
fifty-ſix guns. The other two, the

The Engliſh ſquadron then made 


for the bay, to encounter the reſt of 
NM. de Pontis's ſquadron; but they had 
cut their cables on hearing the firing, 
got out, and retired to Toulon. Sir 
John Leake then landed the ſupplies, 


and effectually relieved Gibraltar; for 


the enemy entertaining no hopes of 
ſueceſs, raiſed the ſiege, having car- 
ried it on from the eighteenth of Sep- 
tember to the fifth of April, juſt half 
a year and eighteen days. 

During the ſiege, an event happen- 
ed worthy of remembrance ; about 


five hundred deſperate Spaniards found

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means to approach the eaſt ſide of the 
hill, and were conducted by a goat- 
herd through narrow paſſages between 
elifts of rocks, till they aſcended to a 
paſs called Paſſa des Algarovas, or 
the Locuſt- Tree paſs. They got the 
firſt night to St. Michael's cave, where 
they halted ; and next morning, whilſt 
the attention of the beſieged was em- 
ployed on the attacks of the Spaniards,

Immediately a ſtrong party 
was diſpatched under the command 
of Colonel Whetham, who attacked 
the Spaniards, . and drove them all 


over a ſteep precipice, called Salta de 


Loba, or the Wolf's Leap, ſo that not 


one eſcaped with life. 

From the raiſing the ſiege of Gib- 
raltar in 1705, no farther attempts 
were made. Many additional fortifi- 
cations were added, and a carcening

ſaw it in the hands of Great Britain. 
Many negociations were ſet on foot, 
many offers of purchaſe, and of other 
places being exchanged for it, were 


made; but all in vain: and by a 

ſecret article of the peace of Madrid, 
ſigned the 18th of June, 1721, the . 
ceſſion was confirmed afreſh ; his 
Britannic majeſty engaging not to 
interfere with the Spaniſh pretenſions .

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In the year 1723, Spain offered to 
make a freſh treaty, ſtill more advan-

This treaty was ſigned at Vienna, 
April 30, 1725, by prince Eugene of

for the king of Spain.

at Gibraltar; he having depatred this 
life at Oſnaburgh, in Germany, on 
the 11th of that month; the news of 
which did not come to London till 
the 14th. As ſoon as George the Se- 
cond was proclaimed, orders were ſent 
to lord Portmore to keep on his guard; , 
which was-the more neceſſary, as the 
Spaniards did not ſeem to be in any 
great haſte to withdraw their troops. 
Indeed, ſoon after, Sir Charles Wager, 
who had failed to Tangier-bay on an 
errand to, the Dey, returned to Gib- 
raltar. He found the Spaniards kept 
the place blockaded, which, on his 
remonſtrating to them, the general 
anſwered, that the ceſſation of arms 
did not imply a total raiſing the ſiege ; 

* therefore 
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therefore he ſhould continue in his 
preſent ſituation till freſh orders came 
from his court, which could not be 
diſpatched from thence till the return 
of a courier ſent to London. 
. This was not the only cauſe of um- 
brage to Sir Charles Wager; for he 
found that, contrary to the terms of 
ceſſation, the Spaniards bad been ac- 
tually carrying plank and other mate- 
rials for repairing de Teſſe's battery;
